RUSSIA DEFEATED 
IN FIERCE FIGHT 


S t Petersburg, Jnly 19.—The Rus- 
sian and Japanese forces which are 
lined up expecting a clash grappled 
in a serious fight Sunday morning ac- 
cording to a report from General Kuro- 
pp.tkin received here late last night 
The report indicated t^at the Japanese 
misinterpreted the movement and that 
instead of it being an attempt to take 
Mo Tien Pass it was a reconnaissance 
on a large scale. 


General Count Keller's account of 
the lighting does not especially state 
the number of men engaged, though it 
-shows that the Russian main advance 
consisted of 18 battalions, with con- 
siderable reserves, three battalions of 
the latter being called up during the 
course of the battle, while still others 
were not utilized. 


An important fact developed by the 
reconnaissance was the exact location 
of a powerful Japanese force secreted 
in the region between Fen Shui and 
Mo Tien Passes. 
Its strength is indi- 
cated by the fact that 21 battalions 
were insuiTicient .to- permanently force 
the Japanese positions, though some 
of them were occupied 
temporarily. 
On the other hand it would appear 
from the report that the Japanese were 
either disinclined or unable to follow 
up Lieutenant General Keller when he 
retired to his former position at Ik- 
havuan. 
The seriousness of the day's 
fighting is shown in General Keller's 
estimate that the Russian casualties 
were over 1000. 


The battle leaves the general situa- 
tion unchanged, but shows that a pow- 
erful Japanese army is massed and is 
constantly threatening ,Liao Yang, ap- 
parently only awaiting General Ku- 
roki's signal to advance.

Mount Holly, N. J„ July 16.—Aaron 
rimbers, Jonas Sims and William Aus­ 
tin, the three negroes who confessed 
to assaulting Mrs. Elsie Biddle, of Bur­ 
lington, were sentenced to 49 years each 
in t3\o state prison, at Trenton, after a 
record-breaking trial. The three men 
arrived in Mount Holly at 1.15 p. m. 
b c^'lh an half an hour later they had 
ple^dnd guilty, been given the extreme 
pe*ftalty for their crimes by Judce Gas- 
kill and were on their way to Trenton 
tp’jJ>o^in their long sentence. 
‘^Aixan the throe men, handcuffed to 
detectives, stepped from the train 
thcx'e were at least 1000 persons congre- 
about the railroad station, Com- 
piuiy A, New Jersey national guard, 
opened a passageway,and with­ 
in vüvte minutes the criminals were in 
the court house. Judge Gaskill had or- 
dennl that the curious be excluded from 
the court room, and in consequence of 
this order only the newspaper men and 
the guardsmen were admitted. 
When the negroes were brought be­ 
fore the court Judge Gaskill appointed 
counsel to defend the men. A brief 
consultation was held between counsel 
and the three men, and it was an­ 
nounced that the men would plead 
g:nilty. Judge Gaskill accepted the plea, 
and in pronouncing senience said: 
'"^‘The judp;ment. of the law and sen­ 
tence of the court is that for the charge 
of rape, to which you have just pleaded 
guilty, each of you be confined in the 
! state pri.son a.t hard labor for the term 
i of 15 yeai^s; upon the charge of rob­ 
bery, 15 years; upon the charge of 
assault with intent to kill an officer, 
12 years, and upon the charge of rob­ 
bing the house of Yv^illiam Streaker, 
seve^^ 3-ears, making a total of 49 
years.” 
The disposition of the cases of the 
three criminals had consumed about 15 
minutes. As soon as sentence had been 
pronounced, the men were removed 
from the court house. As they appeared 
at the entrance the soldiers formed 
two columns of fours, and with the 
men in the centre they marched down* 
a side street to the special train which 
had brought them .from Camdon. The 
first demonstration of any character 
took place as the negroes neared the 
train. Here a crowd of several hundred 
men and boys had gathered. 
They 
hooted and jeered the negroes, and the 
cry of ”Shoot 
was heard distinct­ 
ly several times. 
It was decided to run the special train 
by way of Kinkora Junction, to avoid 
any possible demonstration that might 
bo made should the men pass through 
Burlington. 
Trenton v/as reached at 2.30, and the 
men had begun their sentences at 2.45. 
They had travelled 100 miles,were tried 
and sentenced and placed in jail in the 
remarkably brief period of 6 hours and 
15 minutes. 
Judge Gaskill later explained the 
swift methods employed in sending the 
throe negroes to the state-prison. He 
said: 
“The rapidity v/5th which the cases of 
the three assailanis of Mrs, Biddle were 
tried, sentenced and sent to prison may 
impress some citizens as being un- 
flecessary, but the oilicers knew what 
they were doing. There v/as a meeting 
of 200 men held Thursday night at 
Rancocas, at which complete arrange­ 
ments were made to blow open Mt, 
Holly jail last night, secure the three 
negroes and lynch tliem, There is ab­ 
solutely no doubt in my mind that 
these arrangements would have been 
carried out. 
“The sheriff had a spy at the meet­ 
ing, and it was his report that made 
us know that under no circumstances 
must the prisoners be allowed to pass 
a night in jail here, I notified Gover­ 
nor Murphy, and a detail of the na­ 
tional guard was immediately sent to 
Camden. I am very thankful that the 
case is now closed, 
“It was the women of the country 
that drove the' men to determine on 
desperate measures.*'

RUSSIA DEFEATED 
IN FIERCE FIGHT 


St. Petersburg, July 19.—The Rus­ 
sian and Japanese forces which are 
lined up expecting a clash grappled 
in a serious fight Sunday morning ac­ 
cording to a report from General Kuro- 
pa^tkin received here late last night 
The report indicated tiaat the Japanese 
misinterpreted the movement and that 
instead of it being an attempt to take 
Mo Tien Pass it was a reconnaissance 
on a large scale. 
General Count Keller’s account of 
the fighting does not especially state 
the number of men engaged, though it 
shows that the Russian main advance 
consisted of 18 battalions, with con­ 
siderable reserves, three battalions of 
the latter being called up during the 
course of the battle, while still others 
were not utilized. 
An important fact developed by the 
reconnaissance w a s the exact location 
of a powerful Japanese force secreted 
in the region between Fen Shui and 
Mo Tien Passes. 
Its strength is indi­ 
cated by the fact that 21 battalions 
were insufilcient ,to* permanently force 
the Japanese positions, though some 
of them were occupied temporarily. 
On the other hand it would appear 
from the report that the Japanese were 
either disinclined or unable to follow 
up Lieutenant General Keller when he 
retired to his former position at Ik- 
havuan. The seriousness of the day's 
fighting is shown in General Keller's 
estimate that the Russian casualties 
were over 1000. 
The battle leaves the general situa­ 
tion unchanged, but shows that a pow­ 
erful Japanese army is massed and is 
constantly threatening,Liao Yang, ap­ 
parently only awaiting General Ku- 
roki's signal to advance.

Richard Î3ut- 
ler, of New York, secretary and treas­ 
urer of the Sheep Butchers’ Local Un­ 
ion, No. 10, came to this city and 
sought to have all local independent 
butchers 
discontinue supplying the 
western houses with dressed m eat In 
return lor this the union agrees to 
supply all the men the independent 
concern might need to carry on the in­ 
creased business. The prominent inde­ 
pendents are willing to enter such an. 
agreement, and a general meeting of 
all local independents will bo held to­ 
morrow at 1 p. m. at the West Phila­ 
delphia abattoir, with a view of having 
all local butchers to enter into the 
agreement. 
The independent butchers feel confi­ 
dent that they can supply the entire 
city with m eat If the strike continuées 
for any length of time and an agree­ 
ment is reached v/itli the union to sup­ 
ply men, it is possible that Philadel­ 
phia will supply a portion of the At­ 
lantic seaboard with dressed meat. The 
indopendonts declare that the city has 
the facilities and that live stock is 
plentiful.

mnny years ngo that there was practically little known about 
artificial feeding, and the chief means of providing nourishment 
for the new-born infant was that which nature provided through 
tho mother. 
When this failed, which was not often, cow's milk 
was resorted to, and patent foods were almost, if not entirely, 
unheard of. To-day the skilled and scientific physician has done 
a great deal toward adapting cow's milk to suit the infant's tli- 
gestive organs, but he has not yet made it a perfect food, and is 
frequently forced to acknowledge himself beaten, and is obliged to call in the 
v/et-nurse to tide over some serious period. 


It is thus a great mistake for a 3'oung mother not to make a conscientious 
attempt to nurse her baby, at least for tho first few months of Infancy; but in 
order to do this successfully careful attention must necessarily be given 
to the mother's own health. 
Her condition depends a great deal on the diet, 
the amount of fre^h air taken, and freedom from worry. 
The diet should bo 
simple but nourisbing. 
Moat should be eaten but twice a day. 
Even this is 
not absolutely necessary—once will answer. 
But it must bo properly prepared 
—always fresh and delicately cooked l\v roasting or broiling—never fried. 
The 
mother should also have plenty of fresh vegetables, well-cooked cereals, and 
fresh eggs. 


It is most essential that from two to three hours of each day should be 
spent in exercise in the open air, either walking or driving.

BLACKBERRIES 
PAY. 


Perhaps it is safe in asserting that 
In proportion to labor and capital in- 
vested no crop pays so large a profit as 
blackberries. Growers who complain 
tliat blackberries do not pay should 
first estimate the expense. There are 
bbicivberry fields that hav^ borne crops 
for ten years, which have never re- 
ceived a pound of fertilizer or manure, 
and outside of cutting away the old 
canes, with rough cultivatioh in the 
spring, have received no labor.

blackberries would do for the grower 
If treated like strawberries is yet to 
bo demonstrated by some. 


NOT TOO 
THICK. 


It is not well to have the plants too 
thick in the hot-bed. Those removed 
may be transplanted in fiower pots, 
egg shells, old fruit cans or small 
boxes, and If well cared for they will 
grow fast and be of fair size when the 
time arrives for planting them in the 
garden. Tomatoes and early cabbage 
may be thus treated, and it will bo 
found of great advantage. Age assists 
greatly in hastening the bearing period 
of tomatoes, and by giving the plants 
care in the beginning, such as covering 
them at night, they may be grown out 
in the open air wlthouc fear of danger 
should the nights become cold.

TRrXIXG ROSES.

ANY of the young mothers of the present day grievously 
err in not persevering in nursing their babies. 
It is not so 
many years ago that there was practically littio known about 
artificial feeding, and the chief means of providing nourishment 
for tlie new-born infant was that which nature provided through 
the mother. 
When this failed, which was not often, cow’s milk 
was resorted to, and patent foods were almost, if not entirely, 
unheard of. To-day the skilled and scientific physician has done 
a great deal toward adapting cow’s milk to suit the infant’s di­ 
gestive organs, but he has not yet made it a perfect food, and is 
frequently forced to acknowledge himself beaten, and is obliged to call iu the 
Vi’ot-nurse to tide over some serious period. 
It Is thus a great mistake for a j’oung mother not to make a conscientious 
attempt to nurse her baby, at least for the first few months of Infancy; but In 
order to do this successfully careful attention must necessarily be given 
to the mother’s own health. 
Her condition depends a great deal on the diet, 
the amount of fre^h air taken, and freedom from worry. 
The diet should bo 
simple but nourishing. 
Meat should be eaten but twice a day. Even this Is 
not absolutely neces.«;ary—once will answer. But it must bo properly prepared 
—always fresh and delicately cooked by roasting or broiling—never fried. The 
mother should also have plentj* of fresh vegetables, well-cooked cereals, and 
fresh eggs. 
It is most essential that from two to three hours of each day should be 
spent in exercise in the open air, either walking or driving. 
This exercise, 
however, should never be carried to the extent of fatigue.-H arper’s Bazar,

Ihe Wolfish Motto in Business

H E saying of the Romans, that ‘‘Man in his relations to his fellow 
man acts like a wolf,” is a favorite one of the pessimists. 
It is a 
libel on human nature if it is regarded as covering ihe whole ground; 
but it Is a burning truth if it is regarded as accurately describing 
one aspect of man’s behavior. 
The wolfish motto is: 
Go ahead and assert yourself. 
Gain 
your point, no matter at w hat cost to others. Forge ahead, with the 
same absolute indifference to what lies in the way and w’hat is 
crushc-d as that of a soulless automatic machine which rolls with its 
l^v; 
heavy weight over the paving stones or over a child’s body. 
A man who makes it his principle simply to get on. no matter who suffers, 
no matter what is trodden underneath, leads-an unnatural life. 
We make so 
much of the injury that such human wolves inflict upon others, that it is well 
to take notice of the injury that such a man does to himself. 
The infinite pity of it! I do not know whether I should not pity the man 
who does these monstrous wrongs even more than the person who suffers them. 
Any one who cares for humanity cannot fail to be filled with grief that 
there should be such monsters of men, men capable of better things, fine men, 
full of energy, men of great qualities in certain directions, men capable of be­ 
ing noble specimens of the species—that such men should make wolves of 
themselves, is tliat not a pity? 
A man who tries to win at the expense of others necessarily becomes one­ 
sided. The only way to become many-sided is to enter into the ends and im 
terests of others. 
The selfish man is narrow. 
His thoughts always run in the one groove. 
His aim is ahvays the same thing—the gaining of wealth. He has no thoughts 
left for anybody else. 
He is like a person who lives in a cage—like a wild 
thing who moves up and down and cannot get out of his cage, which he has 
built around himself. 
W hat if the cage is built with bars of precious metal, is it any the less a 
cage? Is it not a pity that a human being sliould be thus caged—bound up in 
stocks, in oil or cotton or steel or railroads, so that his whole mind Is infected 
with it, so that he becomes atrophied in every other direction—a human mon­ 
strosity ?' 
Is that a natural life to lead? For him the great composers have not w rit­ 
ten their charming music. He is far too busy and too impatient to listen to it- 
Even while he is at the opera, his thoughts are in Wall tStreet. 
I want to take the point of view entirely of the man himself who has 
adopted the wolfish rule. I want him to consider with me to what a condition 
he is reducing himself. With this fixed idea to gain, gain, gain, is he not be­ 
coming a mono-maniac? 
Would it not be better for him if he could say: “Henccforth, my brother, 
. I will not trample on thee. I will not endeavor to drain the life out of thee. 
I will not make myself a wolf. I will not narrow tny own life by attempting 
to feed on thee and flourish at thy expense. I will try to grow only through 
the generous process of seeking to assist thy growth.” 
Will this new principle take the piece of the other? I do not expect that 
it will in the twinkling of an eye. I do not expect that the world will be sud­ 
denly changed. 
I believe that the bad world will go on stumbling on its rough and dusty 
road. I believe that the strong nations will still throttle the weaker nations. 
I believe that the weak will still go down and perish in the night and that their 
cry will not be heard. 
But I believe tliat it is possible to form a nucleus of right-minded persons 
who will gradually become the leaven that will leaven the whole lump.—New 
York Evening Journal. 


BLACKBERRIES PAT. 
Perhaps it is safe iu asserting that 
In proportion to labor and capital in* 
vested no crop pays so large a profit as 
blackberries. Growers who complain 
that blackberries do not pay should 
first estimate the expense. There are 
blackberry fields that havo borne crops 
for ten years, which have never re­ 
ceived a pound of fertilizer or manure, 
and outside of cutting away the old 
canes, with rough cultivatloh in the 
spring, have received no labor. W hat 
blackberries would do for the grower 
if treated like strawberries is yet to 
bo demonstrated by some. 


NOT TOO THICIv. 
It is not well to have the plants too 
thick in the hot-bed. Those removed 
may be transplanted iu flower pots, 
egg shells, old fruit cans or small 
boxes, and if well cared for they will 
grow fast and be of fair size when the 
time arrives for planting them in the 
garden. Tomatoes and early cabbage 
may be thus treated, and it will bo 
found of great advantage. Age assists 
greatly in hastening the bearing period 
of tomatoes, and by giving the plants 
care in the beginning, such as covering 
them at night, they may be grown out 
in the open air wlthouc fear of danger 
should the nights become cold. The 
same plan may be pursued with many 
Qther vegetables. 


PR rX IX G ROSES. 
Everblooming roses, the trees, are 
benefited by a good pruning. 
If cut 
back to about six inches of the old 
wood, strong new shoots start out and 
furnish abundance of bloom. In the 
more northern States the plants are 
usually winter pruned, i. e., they freeze 
down quite closely to the ground; in 
that case all that is necessary is to cut 
away the injured portion. 
Further 
south, where the wood is not frozen, 
the bushes should be cut back about 
one-half. 
Hardy roses bloom better 
for more moderate cutting. 
Yellow: 
roses scarcely ever need any pruning. 
The whole matter must be regulated 
by habit of growth. 
Trim to neat 
shapely appearance, taking 
out 
all 
dead of diseased wood just before 
growth starts in spring.

Demoralizing Influence 
of the “ Smart Set ” 


By Bishop H e n rj V. S attcrlee 
X the passing from the nineteenth to the twentieth century 
our country suddenly assumed an International position, a!*d 
the tone of Washington life is Insensibly becoming less nat­ 
ural and more artihciai. 
The beautiful simplicity of social 
aim and social life which characterized the Washington of the 
nineteenth century is now becoming stigmatized as "home- 
spun provincialism,” and social conditions are rapidly chang­ 
ing from w hat they were. 
New cosmopolitan influences are 
crowding out the principles and lowering the standard 
of the past with gresit rapidity. 
Irresponsible wealth, with its false ideals, Its dilettantism, Its glorillcfltlon 
of pleasure and beauty, its luxurious stylo of living, its tendency to make 
amusement and social engagements tijo chief business of life, is ahvays, as 
past experience shows, an luliuence which brings about moral degeneration, for 
such social conditions sap the foundations of real religious manhood and 
womanhood, and iioneycomb the robustness of character. 
In the great cities of Europe there have been from time Immemorial “a 
smart set,” “a fast set,” “a rough set,” and the like, and because they are rec­ 
ognized by all about them, their influence is limited to a small sphere. Here in 
America it is different. With the sudden increase of wealth and extravagance 
classes like these have sprung up as mushrooms all over the land, and their 
style of living, just because It Is sensational and new, is not only attracting ab­ 
normal attention, but it is exercising an abnormal influence, especially over the 
younger people of America. 
But in Washington there is no such counteracting Influence for good in 
the daily life of the commonwealth. Washington Is not a commercial, manu­ 
facturing or business centre, and it has not yet become an educational centre. 
It is, indeed, a great political centre, but its best statesmen and politicians are 
chiefly non-residents who cannot be expected to exercise, with their families, 
the same kind of conservative influence in Washington that they wield in their 
native city or State. 
* 
The whole burden of this, in consequence, falls upon Washingtonians them, 
selves, and they must, by themselves, and by their own public spirit, form the 
conservative power which protects the best life of the capital pf the Nation 
,witb its traditions. 


STRAWBERRIES. 
'Are you arranging to set out a new 
patch this year? It will pay to do it, 
and will also pay to set tlie very best 
plants obtainable. “Blood will tell,” 
and it is true of strawberry plants as 
well as of everything else. Were the 
strawberries mulched last fall? If so, 
all right, if not it will pay to mulch 
close around the hills and thoroughly 
between the rows after they have been 
out. The berries will be much cleaner, 
and far less liable to rot if the season 
strawberry grower attributed much 
of his success to his management of 
the vines when in blossom, never al­ 
lowing the sun to shine on them three 
days in succession without thoroughly 
sprinkling them. If you have a hose, 
sprinkler or sprayer, try It and note 
results.

To 
Bottle an 
Egg. 


"If you were to see an egg enclosed 
in a bottle v/lth a neck so narrow that 
it v/ould scarcely admit of the pass- 
age of an object just one-lialf the size 
of the egg, it would give you just 
cause for wonder 
and 
amazement, 
wouldn't it?" Mr. R. W. Brandon said 
to me. 


"And yet it is an exceedingly simple 
and easy trick to perform. 
In order 
to accomplisli it "with entire success 
an egg of any size may be taken and 
placed in a quantity of vinegar, enough 
to cover the egg completely, and dn 
the vinegar it should be allowed to 
Gtand for three or four days. 
During 
this time the vinegar will gradually 
absorb all the lime in the shell, thus 
rendering it as soft and pliable as a 
piece of cloth, but without alter¿ng 
its appearance in the least. 
The egg 
may then be taken and forced through 
the neck of a bottle, one not too small 
however, but due care should be ob- 
served in this, for any punching or 
scratching with the Angers Will be apt 
to perforate the shell. 
The 'best way 
to get it through is to roll it out 
Blightly between the 
palms 
of 
the 
hands. The bottle should also be held 
so that the egg w.ill slide easily down 
the sides and not drop. 
Once the egg 
ifi inside, fill the bottle half full of 
lime water and let 'it stand thus sev- 
eral days. 


The shell will absorb the lime, and 
in this way -esume its former hard 
and brittle condition, after which the 
water may be poured off, and in the 
perfect egg in a nanovz-necked botUe 
one has decidedly curiou» object/'—

In every industrial cen­ 
tre and in nearly every village there is 
an artel, or guild, whose members co­ 
operate for mutual benefit, carrying on 
such industries as carriage and sledge 
building, the making of clothes, domes­ 
tic utensils, toys and the production of 
pictures. 
In the making of toys for 
sale in the Far East great care is exer­ 
cised not to offend the native taste, and 
in the preparing of sacred pictures, 
which find a great demand among tho 
peasants of the Oreek Church, tho 
work is reverently done by hand and 
all machinery is avoided. 
The peas­ 
ants by sucli co-operation find agricul­ 
tural labor in the summer. In the win­ 
ter they emigrate to the towns, where 
they form guilds and elect a manager, 
who arranges for their employment in 
the various crafts in which they are 
skilled. 
In all they do when they are 
away from their homes these calculat­ 
ing peasants adopt the co-operative 
principle. 
Even in their housing and 
board they cling to this system of com­ 
bination, and in their loyalty to their 
class they are examples to the workers 
of many countries boasting a more ad­ 
vanced democracy.—Boston Transcript.
